The applicant argued that Hunzinger makes decision based on geographical* location and that Teller has a separate central procesing 
appratus, which takes care of all information procesing. The examiner disagrees to the arguments presented by the applicant and the 
reasoning is as followed: Huzinger clearly discloses a mobile terminal arranged so as to collect, proces and indicate information needed 
by an individual user wherein the mobile terminal comprises a processor with means arranged so as to make location based decisions to 
guide the actions of the user of the mobile terminal (Huzinger, Paragraph 0019, lines 1 - 4, Paragraph 0020, lines 1 - 7 and Paragraph 
0026, lines 1-15). Teller discloses context including non-location information (a setting including non-location information such as through 
sensors connected to the wireless device collecting, processing and presenting information- to the user, Teller, Col. 1, line 55 through Col. 
2, line 2). 

The prior art teaches all the limitations as claimed, therefore, applicants arguments are deemed not persuasive. 

Newly added limitation "... wherein said non-location information comprises at least one of current physical activity of the user, current 

activity of the user, and information describing test activity of the user ..." needs further search and consideration. 
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
